| alae one will hail with joy May 10 
as this is Mother’s Day. All those 
whose mothers are living should wear a 
red rose and those whose mothers have 
passed away should wear a white rose. 
This will bring back many memories of 
the past. No doubt our minds will go 
back to the days of childhood. Many will 
visit the old homes and if the old home 
has been sold or occupied by others, 
no doubt, there will be many relics that 
mother has left us that we cherish so 
dearly, will be put out where the chil- 
dren can see them, and the story will be 
told of our precious mothers and their 
love and care. 


How well do I remember my mother, 
how she used to arrange for the happi- 
ness and pleasure of us children. It was 
her delight to make home happy. She al- 
ways kept the home so neat and clean and 
everything in its place. She made all of 
our clothes and was always careful to se- 
lect the best materials and make them 
in a neat way that would be pleasing to 
us. She was a great singer and kept song 
books in the library and on the center 
tables. After the evening meal she would 
gather us together and sing some of the 
sweet songs of Zion. She was careful 
about our association and said_so often 
that she wished she could keep us right 
with her all the time. She took great de- 
light in taking us to church and she had 
rules for us to go by. We were to sit as 
near the front as possible, never whisper 
in time of church, and kneel when we 
prayed. She always taught us to never 
speak disrespectfully of any one or re- 
peat anything we heard any one say un- 
less we first told her about it, If it was 
anything that she thought should not be 
repeated, she would always tell us in a 
motherly way how much harm it would 
bring to others. 


She always had the furniture well ar- 
ranged. She used one room of the house 
as a living room where we were allowed 
to romp and play, and she always kept 
one room well furnished where we en- 
tertained our guests. It was always a de- 
light to us children to sit in this guest 
chamber and listen to mother and the 
neighbors talk. If the conversation 
drifted into something concerning neigh- 
bors, that she thought was not best for 
the children to hear, she would suggest 
to sing a song or talk about some service 


or something good that had happened. 
Of course it is perfectly natural for me 
to think that I had the best mother in 
the world. 

On each week-end she filled the pan- 
try with cookies and we were allowed to 
get them between meals. I never remem- 
ber her refusing us anything that she 
could grant. She was noted as the best 
cook in the community. If there was an 
extra occasion on, she would spend days 
baking cakes and pies for the neighbors. 
She was the balance wheel of the home 
and when mother was gone it seemed that 
everything was gloomy. Just her pres- 
ence was all we children wanted. 

After my brothers and 1 were large 
enough to go out in the evenings, my 
mother never retired until we all came in. 
I never remember a time when she 
didn’t meet us at the door and we lived 
so close to her until we always told her 
where we had visited during the day, and 
about our associates. She would never let 
us retire after these times of visiting 
without praying for God to help us, In 
the winter she always had some stories to 
read around the fireside, and good things 
to tell us. In the summer, after the eve- 
ning meal, we would all gather on the 
front porch and there in the moonlight 
she would tell us about Jesus and His 
love and her girlhood days. She was a 
great lover of horses and I would always 
get her to tell me about her saddle horse 
that she rode when she was a girl. It put 
a love in my heart for animals. In fact, 
I believe that the very nature and life of 
a mother is instilled in her children, and 
the things she loves they will love. 

I was never surprised at Jesus’ mother 
standing near the cross. It was just like 
a mother, The mother is the soul of 
the home. This is the language of senti- 
ment but it is overly true. The founda- 
tion of the home may be of wood, brick, 
or stone; the floor may be inlaid with 
hardwood or pine; the shingles of slate 
or wood; the light may be an oil lamp in 
the home. These materials are of value 
but there is nothing so precious as a 
Christian mother. Without her presence 
and her love there is no joy, no continual 
bliss. She keeps the altar fires burning. 
She keeps love and unity in the home. 
Of course we cannot bring these dear 
ones back, and we wouldn’t if we could, 
but those whose mothers are living 
should certainly put forth an effort to 
make them happy. They should be the 
crowning feature of the celebration and 
worship on this Mother’s Day. 

I remember how my mother used to 
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work in the flowers. She loved flowers. 
The banisters on the porch were covered 
with flowers. Every nook and corner of 
the yard was planted in flowers of some 
kind, and in the days of long ago when 
we didn’t know so much about the 
florists and the wreaths for funerals, the 
neighbors came from far and near to 
pluck flowers for funerals, weddings, and 
special days. She always kept a hothouse 
in the yard for winter flowers. Well, to 
make a long story short, I had the best 
mother in the world. 


I had the good fortune to get for a 
wife one of the home-loving type and I 
am sure that my children will bear me 
witness that she has been one of the 
best mothers in the world. She has given 
her entire life in beautifying the home 
and when our children were small she 
took great delight in keeping them neat 
and clean and arranging everything pos- 
sible for their pleasure. Our lives have 
been one of toil and but little gain, but 
we feel that we have planted the seed of 
righteousness and truth in our children 
and in days to come they will rise up to 
call their mother blessed. It seems that 
they had rather visit home than any 
other place, and this is a great joy to me. 
Of all the places, there is no place like 
home. Mother is the sweetest name next 
to Jesus. Jesus and heaven come first, and 
mother and home come next. We hope 
that this Mother’s Day message will be 
a blessing to every one and that God’s 
smile and approval will be on every one 
who makes some one happy.

HAILSTONES LIKE COCONUTS IN 
AFRICA

THE OBLIGATION AND RELATION 

OF THE CHURCH TO THE JEW 


There is not only the claim of these 
chosen people upon the Church but there 
is Christ’s command to the Church con- 
cerning these chosen people. 

In sending out His apostles on their 
first missionary tour the Lord told them 
not to go to the Samaritans, not to the 
Gentiles, but to the lost sheep of the 
House of Israel. We try to teil ourselves 
that these early commands have been re- 
voked, but we have much difficulty pro- 
ducing the proof. It is generally thought 
that because of their rejection of Him 
He turned away from the Jews at a cer- 
tain period in His ministry to go to the 
Gentiles. I remind you that after His re- 
surrection, even after the Jews had killed 
Him, He said to His disciples: “Ye shall 
be witnesses unto me, both in Jerusalem, 
and in all Judea and in Samaria and unto 
the uttermost parts of the earth.” You 
will notice carefully the Divine order of 
the places where the witness is to be 
given, Jerusalem, Judea, and then on 
further. Paul certainly did not have the 
conception that our Lord turned away 
from the Jews. He said, in that great de- 
claration of his faith in the gospel: “I 
am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ: 
for it is the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth: TO THE 
JEW FIRST, and also to the Greek.” 
But it is argued that “to the Jew first” 
was removed once the Church was thor- 
oughly established, yet Paul says in Rom. 
11:31, after the establishing of the 
Church, that through Gentile mercy the 
Jews also obtain mercy. 

The glory of the gospel is that it is 


for all people. The message is for Jews 
and Gentile without any shadow of dif-

We have seen girls with the baptism 
and speaking in tongues, up singing the 
Lord’s songs in the choir with sleeveless 
dresses, very lownecked and about to the 
knees, faces powdered, rouged, lipsticked, 
hair marcelled, crimped, or permanent 
wave all set the same as sinners and 
movie stars, or, plastered with powder 
pale as death, advertising “eternal life,” 
stalking around on high spike heels that 
belong to the dance hall, deforming the 
body, the “temple of God,” mincing 
around on stilts, with no beauty or free- 
dom of step. “The daughters of Zion are 
haughty, and walk with stretched-forth 
neck***walking and mincing as they go 
***and the crisping pins***well set 
hair,” Isa. 3:16, 22, 24. 

In one place we saw them preach with 
bobbed hair and jewelry. All over the 
country folks are preaching and testify- 
ing and dancing in the Spirit, in dresses 
that fit like the paper on the wall, or 
whatever wild extreme of dress the world 
chooses to put forth. Those nasty, inde- 
cent, lude dresses lead some men to hell, 
as surely as a glass of whiskey does 
others. God help us from sending souls 
to hell through our dress—‘‘but his 
blood will I require at thine hand,” 
Ezekiel 33:8. 

We came out of these churches and 
missions because they fought “sanctifi- 
cation” as a definite work, and because 
of the pride and dress of the world, and 
behold! we find the same worldly spirit 
creepinz into the Church of God. “Stand 
ye in the ways and see.” Yes, we have 
stood and seen to our sorrow and grief, 
and many times I have howled and cried 
alone on my face before God, broken- 
hearted over the missions, and churches 
where I have given my talent, soul and 


body all hours of the day and night, to 
win souls, 

The younger generation is sweeping in 
with new styles and new ways, worldly 
wisdom and ideas, new plans and a new 
spirit that despises the “old paths.” 


Many Church of God preachers dare 
not preach decent, modest, humble, quiet 
dress, for their wives and daughters re- 
fuse to wear them. We see the almost 
sleeveless dress, the skin-tight styles, the 
white-washed faces, the spike heels and 
“changeable suits of apparel,” Isa. 3:22, 
23, the veils, low-necks, and the perman- 
ent wave that ruins the hair, brought in. 
Today many dress the same before and 
after being saved, and we don’t see much 
change in their lives. That’s what makes 
“cliques” and divisions in the church 
among those who dress in the latest style 
and those who dress in plain, decent 
dress. 

The latest style preaching I have heard 
of up here in the north, is to go out 
bathing and enjoy the water with the 
rest, then come out on the beach and 
preach the gospel in your bathing suit. 

As long as you dress like the worla, 
whether at home, abroad, =: in church, 
the world will claim you and the sinner 
will be attracted and flirt with you and 
you will have to backslide to marry him. 
Lift Christ up and not yourself. Too late 
you'll find out God has called you to 
walk in the “old paths.” One girl I knew 
was called to Africa and after she was 
married she stiil had the call and vision 
of lost souls and would see their faces 
and hands outstretched, pleading for her 
to come. “The gifts, and calling of God 
are without repentance,” Rom. 11:29. 
She could not go. She was tied down to 
a man with whom the devil had linked 
her up. The mate that God has for you, 
is one that has the same call and field 
that He has given to you. Glory to His 
matchless name forever! Men are dis- 
tracted and some commit suicide trying 
to make enough money to clothe them- 
selves and their families in the height of 
fashion.

preaching and lost the victory and gone 
into business because they did not get 
enough money for their families to dress 
as the world and keep up with “society.” 
In some places they are continually plead- 
ing for money, and some nights two or 
three offerings are taken up, which takes 
hours to get and the spirit of the service 
is broken. 

“Ask for the old paths,” Jer. 6:16. 
That good old way of holiness—the great 
highway of holiness; where the unclean 
shall not pass over it, but the wayfaring 
men, though fools, shall not err therein, 
Isa. 8:35. Let us look at the “old paths” 
in the days of Moody. There was a dear 
friend of ours who had preached twelve 
years in a Presbyterian church without 
the “fulness of the Spirit” but when he 
heard Moody preach and tell of his experi- 
ence, he too, took his stand for the 
“fullness of the Spirit” as they called it 
then. His whole life was changed. Off 
came his high-topped hat, his gold-headed 
cane went forever, he sold his gold watch 
and bought a plain one, went into the 
slums, and preached. 

The young lady who afterwards be- 
came his wife, got saved in A. B. Simp- 
son’s Mission in New York City, She had 
been trained as a grand opera singer with 
twelve or more trunks following her over 
Europe, and a number of maids. She 
stripped herself of everything of the 
world and dressed in neat, modest, quiet 
apparel to preach Christ and Him cruci- 
fied. She wore the same in her home and 
private life as she did in the pulpit. 
“But God forbid that I should glory, save 
in the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom the world is crucified unto me, 
and I unto the world,” Gal. 6:14. 

I’ve heard dear old Abbie Morrow 
Brown tell of the “Blue Bird of Mulberry 
Lane” and I’ve seen her picture before 
and after being saved. Her picture before 
was wild, haggard, and terrible, dressed 
in rags, but after she met Christ, she 
was dressed in clean, sweet, modest gar- 
ments, with a bright, smiling face, all 
aglow with the beauty of Heaven shin- 
ing forth. 

Sun Dar Sing of India laid aside his 
princely robes and turned down the great 
wealth that would have been his, if he 
denounced Christ, and put on the com- 
mon dress of the poor class there and 
went afoot preaching as Christ preached 
long ago. 

Gen. Fung Ye Shang, the famous 
Christian general of China laid aside the 
silks of the wealthy class and dressed in 
common blue “bri” of the poor. His sol- 
diers became Christians and when they 
came into the cities everything evil had 
to move out. We have worked in the 
slums of some of the largest cities of 
America, dressed in modest quiet clothes,

“The effectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much,” Jas, 5:16. 

FEEL that we are now at a time 

when nothing but prayer will cause the 
Church to move on. We are not where we 
ought to be spiritually, we are not mov- 
ing in the power of the Holy Ghost as 
we should. It seems that we have been 
too long in one place and it’s going to 
take more than preaching to move peo- 
ple, for in most places they have become 
case-hardened to the Word of God. May 
the Lord help us as His people to spend 
more time in prayer. It has been well said 
that prayer changes things. We are con- 


fronting a world of unbelief and the 
Christians’ only hope for victory and 
I have 


great success is through prayer. 
been made to feel lately that we are giv- 
ing too much time to organizations and 
material things rather than praying for 
God’s will to be done. Oh, that our peo- 
ple cou'd realize the dangers, pitfalls, and 
the storms of persecutions that are being 
planned by those who are enemies of the 
cause of Christ, Like Mordecai of old, 
when the decree was issued for the de- 
struction of the Jews, his only hope was 
prayer. 


Prayer is a mighty force and through 
prayer and supplication God can and will 
work out His plan concerning His people 
in these last days. We notice as we look 
into the Word of God that the most 
dynamic force in the universe is prayer. 
We also notice that it reveals the fact 
that through prayer kingdoms have been 
subdued, the mouths of lions have been 
shut, mighty battles have been won, the 
dead have been raised, a dry path made 
through the Red Sea, the sun made to 
stand still, fire to fall from heaven con- 
suming the sacrifice, etc., and now, dear 
ones, we are serving the very same pow- 
erful God but we are made to wonder 
sometimes why, with the masses of pro- 
fessed Christians, prayer has become such 
a dead, powerless, lifeless form, which 
does not affect either the one who prays 
or the object for which prayer is being 
made. Our text speaks of effectual 
prayer. That is the kind that affects 
things. If we were to judge our heaven- 
ly Father by the results of the prayers 
of many professed Christians to-day, we 
would have to conclude that He had 


either died or gone out of business. 
Now for our inspiration, let us turn 
to a few of God’s precious promises con- 
cerning prayer, the kind that is revealed 
in the Bible as a mighty, living, moving 
force that affects conditions and circum- 


stances. In John 15:7 Jesus says, “If ye 
abide in me, and my words abide in you, 
ye shall ask what ye will, and it shall 
be done unto you.” In 1 John 3:21, 22 
we find the statement, “Beloved, if our 
hearts condemn us not, then have we con- 
fidence toward God. And whatsoever we 
ask, we receive of him, because we keep 
his commandments, and do those things 
that are pleasing in his sight.” In Matt. 
18:19 Jesus says, ‘““Again I say unto you, 
That if two of you shall agree on earth 
as touching any thing that they shall ask, 
it shall be done for them of my Father 
which is in heaven.” In the light of these 
great promises and many more like them, 
let us carefully examine God’s Word to 
see if we can find an explanation for the 
deplorable conditions that are existing in 
the lives of so many to-day in relation 
to the vital subject “Prayer.” 


Let’s consider the Scripture in Matt. 
6:9-13 in which is given us by our Lord 
an example of how to effectually pray. I 
am sure in these verses we will find that, 
while God holds out to us the unlimited 
power of prayer, yet it is only to be 
realized on certain conditions existing in 
the heart of the one who prays. In this 
very first sentence the truth is revealed 
that effectual prayer is based on relation- 
ship. “Our Father which art in heaven.” 
No one can effectually pray until he has 
been brought into such relationship with 
God the Father that in the deep wells of 
his being he can say “My Father” and 
know in truth and in deed that God has 
become his Father, It is only through the 
spiritual birth that such relationship can 
become a vital reality in one’s life. Jesus 
said, ““Ye must be born again,” and in 
Romans 8:15, 16 we find that when we 
are born again we “receive the Spirit of 
adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, Father. 
The Spirit itself beareth witness with our 
Spirit, that we are children of God.” 
Also in 2 Peter 1:4 it is declared that 
through His exceeding great and precious 
promises we are made partakers of the 
divine nature. It is only through the 
spiritual birth that we are made new 
creatures in Christ Jesus, the one and 
only experience in which our old fallen, 
unregenerate nature is substituted by 
God’s own divine nature and, dear ones, 
it is only when this has become a living, 
conscious fact in our lives that we can 
pray effectually. 

Jesus taught us to pray, “Thy will be 
done,” and to pray this prayer means 
that the will of God shall be our choice 
regardless of the cost. Oh, that every 
child of God would pray from the 
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depths of his heart, “Lord, your will be 
done concerning me.” Perhaps for some 
it would mean go to the jungles of 
Africa, or the dirty huts of China, or the 
burning sands of India, but my dear 
friends, the sweetest place this side of 
heaven is the center of God’s will any- 
way. God help us to pray and obey. If 
there ever was a time when this poor old 
lost broken world needed men and wom- 
en who can effectually pray, it surely is 
to-day. May our heavenly Father help us 
to realize the importance of the hour 
that is upon us. Truly the day is far 
spent and the night is at hand, when these 
golden opportunities of sharing with our 
adorable Christ in the work of His king- 
dom will be forever gone beyond our 
reach. Help us to work while it is day. 

I feel that the greatest event the world 
has ever known is just ahead, so it be- 
hooves us to make the final and neces- 
sary preparations for this great day. Oh, 
that we would all throw our very life in- 
to the gospel of Jesus Christ and instead 
of prayer being a secondary matter, as it 
seems to be with so many, may it have 
first place in our lives and in our services, 
If we would only give prayer its right 
place, what a change would come over 
our work. I’m sure it would mean more 
success. Just think what a great work 
even the humblest of us can do by prayer. 
The strongest and most talented can on- 
fy reach a small number with their 
preaching compared to the vast multi- 
tude of people there is in the world, but 
with our prayers we can girdle the 
globe. It is strange how dense we are that 
we cannot see this. Why should we place 
greater value on our own feeble efforts 
than upon reaching up and moving the 
hand that moves the world? 

When we think of such promises as 
“call unto me and I will answer thee, and 
show thee great and mighty things which 
thou knewest not,” it is a very simple 
conclusion that the reason we do not see 
great and mighty things is because we 
do not call. What else could it be in the 
face of such a promise? If we could only 
realize the value of prayer! God help us 
to keep looking to Him day by day for 
our spiritual life. We must keep in con- 
stant hourly touch with Him. We must 
by a life of prayer and communion upon 
trust, keep momentarily drawing upon 
Him. I believe the world has yet to see 
what can be done by patient, persever- 
ing, prevailing prayer. Lord, help us to 
give our lives more fully to this. No one 
will deny that we are in perilous times, 
there is conflict on every side. There 
never was 2 time when God’s _ people 
were so urgently called and driven to 
prayer. As we look around on this great 
wicked world with its sin, suffering and 
sorrow, and see so many people who are

THE ORIENT 


By J. H. INcRaM 


THE TEMPLE SERVICE AT NARA 

In the first installment of this article 
we dealt largely with the description of 
the ancient temple at Nara, Japan, in- 
cluding the great image of “Diabutsu”— 
Buddha—and the surrounding temple 
grounds. Although we are still in China 
at the time of this writing, we shall not 
consider this great empire, which in it- 
self is a center of heathenism. But we 
shall endeavor to carry our readers—in 
mind—back to Japan where heathen rites 
seem to sway the people with their sinis- 
ter influence. 

At the time of my visit to this temple, 


the twelve-century-old “Mitzutori” rites’ 


were going strong. One all-night service 
was held with thousands of pilgrims 
coming from all sections of the sur- 
rounding country to participate. The 
night service was opened by the light- 
ing of a huge “Dattan” torch in the in- 
ner apartment, after which a priest, 
wearing a quaint turban, waved the great 
torchlight from the outside balcony of 
the main pavilion. There was a general 
stampede following this demonstration, 
as the people struggled to “walk in the 
light” and to recover bits of charred em- 
bers as they fell from the “sacred torch.” 

Following this, a torchlight procession 
was led by the priests to a well at the 
foot of the hill below, where “‘sacred” 
water, which was supposed to dispel evil 
and invite happiness, was distributed. 

In the inner shrine other priests with 
shaven heads, and wearing white robes, 
were ministering rites to others, who lit- 
erally thronged the place. One need only 
see one of these services in progress to 
convert him to foreign missions, if he is 
not already so disposed. It surely ought 
to move all Christians to greater activity, 
as they endeavor to lead the poor heath- 
ens to Jesus, where they may be blessed 
by walking in the light of His Word,” 
and “drinking at the fountain which 
never runs dry.” 

IN NISHI HONGANJI AT KYOTO 

Time and space will not permit a 
lengthy description, but I should like for 
you to indulge me in a brief account of 
my visit to the great Temple “Nishi 
Honganji” at Kyoto. 

The things that impressed me most was 
the great sacrifice these faithful people 
have to make in carrying out their re- 
ligious vows, and to see how willingly 
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they go about it. For example, when the 
temple in question was under construc- 
tion, no ropes could be found which were 
strong enough to lift the great timbers 
into the place, so word was sent out that 
only ropes made of human hair were the 
only kind that would answer for the 
purpose. In response to this appeal, thou- 
sands of the faithful women followers 
clipped their beautiful long tresses—for 
which Japanese women are noted—and 
sent their hair as an offering — (while 
some of our folks aren’t even willing to 
let their hair grow for Jesus’ sake, al- 
though it is given as a “covering” and is 
the “glory” of the woman, always adding 
to her beauty, and general womanly ap- 
pearance). I had the privilege of viewing 
several of these ropes in question, one of 
which was thirty-six feet in length, and 
fifteen and one-half inches in circum- 
ference. Sacrifices are entirely foreign to 
some of us Christians. We seem to think 
we have done the Lord a great favor 
when we throw a few “coppers” into the 
missionary collection; yes, collection. 
What do you say? let’s make it a real of- 
fering next time! for, after all, God has 
a claim, not only upon us, but upon our 
material things. “For the earth is the 
Lord’s, and the fullness thereof.” 


IMPRESSIVE CHRISTIAN SERVICES 


While Japan is fastly becoming mod- 
ernized, thank God, she is turning to 
Christianity for consolation of soul and 
mind as well as healing of the body. 
There is absolute religious freedom for 
all classes, and crowds are flocking to 
the services to hear the story of Jesus. As 
Brother Jonas, the noted colored elder, 
used to say, some people will not serve 
the Lord, and raise the devil, so to speak, 
when others make an cffort to get to 
God in a revival. Not so in Japan. They 
are too proud and have too much self- 
respect to be caught disturbing a re- 
ligious meeting. 

We visited a number of _ stations 
outside the main compound after we 
closed the special meetings held at the 
Ikoma Bible School. We usually took 
along some of the students, who, gener- 
ally speaking, made ‘wonderful workers. 
It was really heart-stirring to see the 
hungry souls flocking to God, although 
it often means untold sacrifice on the 
part of the seekers, in turning from 
their heathen practices. While we have 
only made mention so far of the great 
temple services, the country is dotted 
with road-side shrines, where one may 
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conveniently visit his own little stone 
god and leave him an  offering—some- 
times a meal is set before him in case 
he should for any reason become hun- 
gry, and thus appease his wrath. 

In the Japanese homes the people sit 
on the floor upon mats instead of in 
chairs, as we are accustomed to do. This 
holds true to form in the missions like- 
wise. A vestibule is attached to every 
place of worship—the same as in private 
homes—where one pauses to remove his 
shoes before entering, where they usually 
are packed in like sardines, the men on 
one side and the women on_ the other. 
They kneel, then sit back upon their 
fect. The floors are covered with straw 
mats some two or three inches in thick- 
ness, which makes it much like walking 
on a mattress. There are small cotton 
cushions or mats provided for in addi- 
tion to this. The Japanese do not shake 
hands as do we, but make polite bows, 
usually touching the floor with the fore- 
head when in a kneeling position, 

Now for the scenes connected with 
the first evangelistic meeting held in a 
new mission, just built. I have in mind 
the night we went to Hanazono. A stu- 
dent had gone on before and opened the 
meeting at the hall with a_ children’s 
meeting. The children usually come first 
to find out about the Christian God. We 
met at the door and formed in line with 
our band of music. Brother Coote and 
myself headed the parade, and down the 
street we went, singing and _ playing 
“Tada Shinge Ro-O-o”—Glory to His 
Name. The farther we go _ winding 
around the narrow streets, the larger the 
crowd gets. Then we come to a halt on 
some prominent corner for a street meet- 
ing, where we are literally thronged by 
the people, anxious to hear the first news 
of Jesus’ saving grace. The service over, 
we march back to the chapel to the tune 
of “Iesu no mina home yo”—Blessed Be 
The Name. By this time the street is 
blocked and Brother Coote calls to me 
to hurry and get inside while he holds 
the crowd back, with the band playing at 
the door. The colorful procession is over, 
and we launch into the service, with 
standing room at a premium around the 
altar. I preached in English by sentences, 
while Mr. Coote interpreted. At the close 
of the service we dismissed the crowd 
which left very quietly, excepting nine 
men who stayed behind to inquire the 
way to God. We gathered about the 
“hibachi”—a large, enameled stone, 
crockery ware fire pot, heated with char- 
coal, as it was cold on this night, An old- 
time altar service followed, and God met 
us in a very special way. While all of the 
men in question were inquiring, five of 
them took a definite stand for the Lord, 
and went away with the smiles of heaven

on the broad road that leads to everlast- 
ing destruction, surely we recognize the 
great need of prayer in their behalf. Our 
responsibility does not cease with just 
common efforts. There is a fearful re- 
sponsibility upon each of us. I fear souls 
that we might have saved will cry out 
at us at the judgment and condemn us 
for our failure to do our full duty in 
prayer if not otherwise. I want to do 
more for God. 

I feel the call increasingly to give my 
life more fully to prayer. It is this 
through which we can reach the throne 
of grace. We must touch Christ before 
we can touch men’s hearts. A minister 
should go from his knees to the pulpit 
and often from the pulpit to his knees. 
Even after the message is delivered much 
prayer should be offered, praying that 
God will not let the devil catch away 
the good words that have been spoken.

Well, I am not near through with the 
subject, but must close, as the ship is 
ready to sail for Hong Kong, and I must 
get this off in the mail before leaving 
Shanghai. But to say the least, my trip 
to Japan was not in vain, and I have 
never been treated more royally. Brother 
Coote is a man who is greatly used of 
God. His work is entirely run on the 
faith lines and is supported by well- 
wishers all over the world. ‘The work has 
grown by leaps and bounds during the 
last few years. In addition to the Bible 
School they have built several other 
buildings, including several mission 
churches, and are enlarging their quar- 
ters at this time. They have an up-to- 
date publishing plant and put out num- 
erous books and papers in English and 
Japanese. This brother seemed very much 
interested in the Church of God, and has 
accepted an invitation to visit our next 
General Assembly in America. “Words 
fitly spoken are like apples of gold in 
pictures of silver” so I want all of my 
words to be fitly spoken, insofar as is 
humanly possible. Therefore, I do not 
want to say anything that would in any 
way retard the work of God if I know 
it. But to say the least, I am convinced 
that God had a hand in my coming to 
Japan. 

I will not have time to speak at length 
regarding the farewell service at the 
school, but there were not a few tears 
shed, and I just literally bellowed and 
cried, could not help it, as I said fare- 
well to this splendid student body. The 
tune of “God Be With You” in Japanese 
never seemed sadder.

PERSONAL LETTER FROM JAPAN 

Sent to us by Brother J. H. Ingram for 
publication: 

Feb. 24, 1936. 
Dear Brother Ingram: 

Greetings in our Lord Jesus. It is just 
a few days since the first anniversary of 
our landing in Japan. Was it to celebrate 
that that about 10:30 a. m. a rather hard 
earthquate caused this house (which was 
so badly damaged eighteen months ago 
in a typhoon) to bump up and down 
and sway from side to side? At any rate, 
even while the windows and dishes were 
rattling and Paul was grabbing the tea- 
kettle which was splashing hot water 
around, I thought, “This is typical of the 
upheaval that has taken place in many 
lives this year.” Hallelujah! an upheavel 
displacing idolatry and heathen supersti- 
tions, and enthroning as Lord the blessed 
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“Lamb of God that taketh away the sin 
of the world.” 

Since the great disastrous earthquake 
in Yokohama and Tokyo when 100,000 
is said to have perished, it is only nat- 
ural that many unsaved Japanese be- 
come almost hysterical when old mother 
earth roars and heaves and great moun- 
tains tremble and shake. Surely it is a 
strange feeling, but praise God, His peace 
that passeth understanding does sweetly 
keep one calm and in a spirit of worship. 
We have had quite a number of smaller 
shocks since but He “that keepeth Israel 
shall neither slumber nor sleep. There 
were some deaths in Osaka and neighbor- 
ing towns and some property damage, 
but not on the compound, for which we 
are truly grateful to our Heavenly 
Father. 


Yes, this has been a year of blessed up- 
heavals in many villages as Brother 
Coote has taken the tent from place te 
place, and students, missionaries and chil- 
dren all have added their bit backed by 
prayer and faith. Though the cold is 
very bitter and there is snow on the 
ground now, yet plans are being made to 
again start tent campaigns next month. 
The third-year students graduate then 
and as the nest is kept stirred and they 
have had many opportunities to try their 
wings, we believe as they go forth de- 
pending on the Holy Spirit, He will sure- 
ly stir up more hearts, more villages, 
more towns—more, more, until this won- 
derful Holy Ghost, this “uttermost” 
salvation, reaches the uttermost parts of 
this Island Empire. 

The increasing frequency of earth- 
quakes and other scriptural signs of the 
closing of this dispensation, urge us on 
to greater effort, greater sacrifice, greater 
faith for a revival such as Japan has 
never known. Missionary work requires 
all there is of us. It meant the life of 
God’s dear Son. It results in “a great 
multitude which no man can number, of 
all nations and kindreds and people and 
tongues,” rescued from the devil and 
safe in glory. Rev. 7:9. Hallelujah. Yes, 
missions pay. Pray for us.
